WESTERN UNION GRANTS 
CONTRACT TO A.F.L. UNIT 


Washington Agreement with 
Commercial Telegraphers’ 
Union Is First One the 
Company Has Signed 


The Western Union membership 


of the commercial telegraphers'’ 
union in Washington, D. C., rati- 
fied on October 9 the first Western 
Union agreement ever negotiated 
with a bona fide labor union, it 
was announced to the A. F. of L. 
convention by International Presi- 
dent Frank B. Powers. 


Negotiations had been in prog- 
ress since May of this year, follow- 


ing certification by election of the 
C. T. U. by the national labor rela- 
tions board. The agreement covers 


800 Washington employes, includ- 
ing messengers, clerks, operators | 
and testing and regulating worlk-| 


ers. Increases are to be given to 
employes in the brackets below 
$110 a month, mostly clerks and 
messengers. 

“The agreement with the West- 
ern Union marks an historic step 
in the relations between the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. and or- 
ganizations of telegraphers,” the 
announcement said. ‘Since the 60’s, 
the struggle has been going on, 
marked by historic strikes in 1873, 
1883, 1907 and 1919. We were able 
to consummate this agreement 
without recourse to a strike be- 
cause of the national labor rela- 
tions act and the conciliation de- 
partment of the labor department. 


“Wages under this agreement 
will range from $30 to $50 per 
month above the scales agreed to 
by the CIO dual movement in 
Postal. The press operator who 
transmits this story for example, 
will get an average of 55c per hour 
if employed by Postal, and 80c to 
$1 an hour if employed by the 
Western Union.”

A.F.L. Boycotts Goods and 
Services of Germany and 
Russia and Their Allies 


The annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor 
voted to boycott goods and services 
made in Germany, Russia, and 
other countries which rally to the 
support of Hitler and Stalin in the 
present conflict between parlia- 
mentary government and_ totali- 
tarian governments of Europe. 

The subject came before the con- 
vention in the report of the execu- 
tive council of the A. F. of L,, 
which urged the continuation of 
the boycott against German goods 
and services until nazi persecu- 
tion ends. The resolutions commit- 
tee, in their report on the execu- 
tive council’s recommendations, 
asked that the boycott be extended 
to the soviet union and those gov- 


ernments that line up with the 
Stalin-Hitler conspiracy against 
democratic governments.

NITED AUTOMOBILE WORKERS ARE SCHEDULED 
FOR BIG PROGRESS UNDER A. F. OF L. BANNER 


Executive Council Is Co-Operating Fully with Union Officials 
To Build Up the Reaffiliated International 


In their report to the annual con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
the executive council of the federa- 
tion included the important details 
of the reaffiliation of the United 
Automobile Workers af America 
with the A. F. of L. 


Following a division among the 
automobile manufacturing indus- 
try employes the council said the 
union group represented by Presi- 
dent Homer Martin and his asso- 
ciates made application for reaffil- 
jation with the A. F. of L. last 
April. 

After an inquiry into the situa- 
tion made by President Green of 
the American Federation of Labor 
the «united automobile workers, 
represented by President Martin, 
held a convention in Detroit with 
three hundred and seventy-three 
delegates in attendance. The con- 
vention directed the executive 
board of the united automobile 
workers to submit the question of 
affiliation with the A. F. of L. to 
a referendum vote of the union 
members. 

President Martin and Secretary- 
Treasurer Jerry Aldred of the 
united automobile workers’ union 
reported to President Green that 
70,354 ballots were cast in favor of 
the affiliation. Following this fa- 
vorable vote the A. F. of L. char- 
ter was restored to the united au- 
tomobile workers as represented by 
President Martin and his asso- 
ciates on June 6, 1939. 

In commenting on the reaffilia- 
tion, the executive council said: 

“Thus the United Automobile 
Workers of America, as represent- 
ed by President Homer Martin and 
his associates, withdrew from the 
CIO and returned to the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“This was in conformity with

Wage increases secured ranged 
up to $15 a week.

In this connection it should be recalled that the fiscal year | 


which the auditing committee’s report covered began on August | 
31, 1938, when the federation had a balance on hand of $443,- 
631.19, During the fiscal year the receipts totaled $1,800,249.70, 
making a grand total of $2,243,880.89. The expenses totaled 
$1,697,376.53, with the balance on hand August 31, 1939, total- 
ing $546,504.36, 


The auditing committee consisted of James W. Close, chair- | 


man; C, B. Noxon, secretary; and Frank Kasten. 

In their report to the convention, the auditing committee | 
said; 

“We have examined and audited all the books and records 
of the American Federation of Labor covering all of the finan- 
cial transactions for the period beginning September 1, 1938, 
and ending August 31, 1939, 

“We are pleased to report that all books and records were 
found correct in every respect. We have personally counted the 
securities recorded on the books of Secretary-Treasurer Morri- | 
son as being owned by the American Federation of Labor, and 
found them correct as recorded. We are listing below these 
securities. We have verified the cash balances on hand through | 
the medium of letters written by the banks where funds are on 
deposit. These letters certify as to the amount on deposit to the| 
credit of the American Federation of Labor at the close of busi- 
ness August 31, 1939.” 

After including the total receipts and the total expenses of | 
the A. F. of L. under each classification for the year the com-| 
mittee declared: 

“We wish to advise that we made a careful study of the| 
bookkeeping system employed by the American Federation of | 
Labor, and are favorably impressed with the manner in which 
transactions are recorded. The system is well adapted to the 
purpose for which it is intended. 

“Finally, we wish to express our appreciation to Secretary 
Morrison and his assistants for the co-operation extended to us 
in the performance of our work.”
